AT THE OLD STAND. 
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But Little Business Was Trans- 
acted During the J^irst Session. 



The Lenders of the House Are l*re- 
pared to Press With Great Vlitor 

the Important Business of 
the Short Session. 

Washington, Dec. 3.— Both houses 
of congress opened :it noon Monday 
and but little business was transact- 
ed. The president's message was 
read. In the senate the new in«<nibers 
— Messrs. l>olliver and Dillingham — 
wore sworn in. Senator Allison an- 
nounced the death of Senator Gear 
during .the recess, and Senator Nelson 
announced the death of Senator Da- 
vis. The usual committees to wait 
up>on the president and house of rep- 
re.senta^ives were appointetl, nnd the 
senate adjourned until Tuesday. 

Mr. Frye expects to get up the ship- 
ping subsidy bill on Tuesvlay, and if 
not on that day, then on Wednesday, 
and, in doing this, to have the Spoo- 
ner I’hilippine bill disj; laced. This 
will be the beginning of the impor- 
,tant work of the session, and upon 
the succe.ss or failure of the scheme 
mQ 3 ' dei>end mxich of the future 
course of proceedings for the entire 
session. In order to u< complish this 
result it will be necessarv first to get 
the consent of the r«‘publican com- 
mittee on onler of bu.siness, and to 
this end a meeting of that committee 
■was held after the adjournment of 
the senate Monda}’ afternoon. 

There is some talk of an effort, dur- 
ing the week to get np the Hay- 
Paunoefote treaty in executive .ses- 
sion, but there is yet no definite pro- 
granmie to this end. A movement is 
on foot now to secure the assent of 
the committee on foreign relations 
to the abandonment of the Davis 
amendnient to the treatj' for the for- 
tification of the })ropo.‘-'ed canal. 

The usual custom of adjourning 
over from Thursday until the follo'W- 
ing Monday during the first weeks 
of the session probably will be de- 
parted from this ses.sion. That is the 
desire of the republican leaders^now 
here, and thej' stiy there \rill be no 
such adjonm'ment this week. 

The leaders of the house are pre- 
paring to press with great vigor the 
fimj>ortant 'business of the short ses- 
sion of congress w-hich convened on 
Mondaj'. Already' consi<lerable pre- 
liminary’^ committee work has been 
done on the imi>ortanl measures — the 
bill for the reduction of the war rev- 
enue taxes, the army reorganization 
bill, the river and harix)r bill and 
aeveral of the appropriation bills — 
and the legislative mill will start un- 
der a full head of steam. The army 
reorganization bill is tMjnsidered par- 
'ticuLarly urgent o‘\ving to the possi- 
bility of its meeting .strenuous opp)o- 
eition after it reaches 'the sena.te, and 
it is the intention of the 'leaders to 
get it. out of the way at the earliest 
pos.«ble moment. 

It will be reported' probably on 
Tuesday and will be taken up at once 
Tinless, after further consultation, it 
is dccidetl to lc*t the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation 
bill, which also- will be ready Tiies- 
day. ill ahead of it. The dem'oerats 
held a caucus on Ihe army bill on 
Monday, and the indications now are 
that they will o-ffer a substitute for 
the i>crmanent reorganization meas- 
ure — a bill extending for two or three 
years the present law for a provi- 
sional army. The bill to reduce the 
revenue taxes has 1>een practically 
completed by the republican members 
of the waj’s and means committee, 
mid it will be submitted .to the full 
«’onimittee on Tuesday unless in the 
mwintiine a ('aucus of the republicans 
should be found advisable. Some of 
the rejniblican members are not sat- 
isfied with the li.st of articles relieved 
of (taxation by the bill.- 

At the session of the 'Ixiuse Monday 
no bu.siness was transacte^l exceprt.the 
reading of the president’s message. 

The deaths of the late Representa- 
tiives Dal\% of New Jersey, and Hof- 
fecker, of Delaware, whidi occurred 
during the recess, os well as the 
desnhs of Senators Gear nnd Davis, 
were a-nnounced immediately after 
the ^11 was called, and the house ad- 
journed . at once out of respect to 
their memories. 

Towboats Collide. 

Huntington, W. Va., Dec. 3. — The 
steamers Tom I>o<ls worth and Volun- 
teer, both Pittsburgh to-wboats, col- 
lided 20 miles above here Sunday 
morning. Almost .30 coal boats, con- 
taining 000,000 bushels of coal, sank. 
The loss is $100,000. Both steamers; 
and coal are owned by the Pittsburgh 
coal combine.

Iftfb" 
ert J. Clapp, worth $5,000,000, gained 
in honest pursuits, has confessed that 
as a youth 1^ helped James Dunlap, 
Bob Scott, “Red” Leary and “Shang”- 
Draper, a clever gang of safe crack- 
ers, to put through the gigantic 

which was at once the talk 
of the world. Clapp's life has beeu 
full of romance. He has run 
gamut from a scapegrace and tramp 
to a comfortable millionaire. His 
wife was an Indian squaw, but .she 
died shortly after their marriage. It 
was she who revealed to him the se- 
cret of the Pelly river, Alaska, a i 
brought to him the knowledge that 
has given him his gold. Dunlap and 
Sco^tt, with Ix*ary and Draper, plan- 
ned the great Northampton bank rolv 
berv alul got away with nearly $2,- I 
000,000. Leary and Draper restored 
their thare and got off without a 
sentence. Dunlap and Scott were .sent \ 
to state jirison for 15 years txich. 
Scott died in pri.son in 1862. Dunlap 
wa.s pardoned in 1892 by Gov, Ru.s- 
sell, of Massachusetts.

LIVE STOCK SHOW. 

One of tlie Grenlent Fver Held In 
TIiIm Country Opened in Clil- 

euK-o Saturday .MorninK. 

Chicago, Dec. 1. — What promises to 
be one of the greatest live stock 
shows ever held in this country open- 
ed Saturday' morning in the Dexter 
Park pavilion at the stock yards. 
Over 10,009 pedigreed animals have 
already' been received and it is ex- 
pected that this number will be in- 
creased con.siderably by' Monday 
morning. The display' of blooded 
stock will repre.sent a cash value of 
over $2,000,000. Six hundred classes 
are listed and prizes amounting to 
$7.5,000 will be awarded. Hundreds of 
visitors have already' arrived and the 
hotels are crowded with stockmen 
from all parts of the l^'nited States 
and Canada. The first of the judging 
will be done on Monday' and although 
the show was open Saturday, the 
formal opening will be on Monday 
morning. 

FERRY BOAT CAPSIZED. 

Fonr Men Lost Their Lives in the 
Spokane River— Five of the Pas- 
sengers Swam to Shore. 

Spokane, Wash., Dec. 1. — Four lives 
were lost here Friday night by the 
capsizing of a ferry boat in the Spo- 
kane river. The ferry is about two 
mil»^ down the river. It was cross- 
ing the stream ivlth 18 workmen who 
ha<l ended their day’s work in a con- 
struction camp near the -Great North - 
ern’s new bridge. The men crowdetl 
to the lx>w, an^ it was forced unddr 
the swift ourreht and the boat was 
swamped. 

All the men were throivn into the 
water. Five swoon to shore and the 
others climbed on the capsized boat. 
The waves ran high and wa.shed four 
of them off to death. 

AN EPIDEMIC OF SMALLPOX. 

Over 300 Cases of a Mild Character 
in Winpna. Minn., MoHtly in 
the Fourth Ward. 

Winona, Miun., Dec. 1. — According 
to Secretary Bracken, of the state 
board of health, who was called to 
Winona Friday to investigate the epi- 
demic that is gaining grounds in this 
city, gives out th^ statement that the 
disease is evidently smallpox of a mild 
character. ' It is said that there are 
over 300 eases, mostly' in th^^ Fourth 
ward, which is largely a Polish set- 
tlement. It was said Friday' uight 
that all the schools, churches and sa- 
loons in the Fourth ward will prob- 
ably be closed and will remain closed 
until the board of health recommends 
their opening and a strict quarantine 
will be established in the infected dis- 
trict.

No 
definite conclusion was reached be- 
cause the committee had not a quo- 
rum present, but it is understood 
that the sentiment is strongly in fa- 
vor of the inaxium number of men 
asked for in the was department.

America’s Attitude on the Subject 
' Made Plain to Mr. Conger. 



No Demand* Should Be Made I'poa 
(he Chlneae Imperial Govern- 
ment Which It I* Not Able 
to Fulfill. 

Tien-Tsin, Dee. 3. — Four companies 
of the German troops are reported to 
bo seriously' menaced 35 miles west 
ol Pao Ting Fu. Eight companies of 
French troops, with three days’ ra- 
tions, have left to go to their re- 
lief. 

Waahiugfon, Dec. 3. — .-Mdmindst ra- 
tion officials conitinue sanguine that 
the ministers of the pow'ers at Pe- 
king will soon reach a common 
ground of .ngreement in the demands 
to be mode upon the Chinese imperial 
government in satisfaction for tho 
Boxer outrages. The. state depart- 
ment is in communication with the 
ministers and ambassadors of the 
United States to the Europjean courts 
and advices w'hich have come from 
them from time to time lead the offi- 
cials here to hope that the powers 
w'ill be brought to the position main- 
tained by the United States in dealing 
with the Chinese, viz.: That there 

should not be demands made upon the 
imperial government which it is not 
able to fulfill. 

Oiir government has persistently 
held to this view in the progress 0 (f 
the negotiations between the min- 
isters at Peking, and if the principle 
of this contention can be maintained 
in the combined note to be handed 
to the Chinese plenipotentiaries, a 
decided advantage will be had at the 
(dart. The attitude of our govern- 
ment on this subject has been made 
clear to Mr. Conger. The meeting be- 
tween him and the German and 
French ministers Saturday at Peking 
presumably was in compliance with 
the minister’s latest instructions 
from Washington. Nothing has been 
heard fiom fklinistcr Conger by the 
state department for sevei^ days. 

London, Dec. 3. — “Count von Wal- 
dersee expresses some solicitude,” 
says the lacking oorreepondent of the 
Morning Post, “concerning expedi- 
tions into the surrounding country, 
but he believes that they' are neces- 
sary and salutary. Most of the Brit- 
ish officers approve them. 

“Sir Ro-bert Hart, in the course of 
a conversation, said he considered 
the resentment against foreigners to 
I>e ]>artly just and the outgrowth cf 
the last 60 years o-f treaty relations. 
He seemed ito think the settlement a 
difficult problem. 

“Chinese militia forces are being 
formed every-where, and even if the 
importation of foreign arms is pro- 
hibited a supply will be easily obtain- 
able from Chinese arsenals. 

“A body of 100 American cavalry- 
men is escorting somj^Chinese offi- 
cers to Tien-Tsin. f 
“Chang Chi Tung i^cepfed a 
dispatch from Sian Nu,” says the

that Emperor Kwang Su -will return 
to Peking immediaitely, and that the 
empress dowager will follow if the 
reception given "him is satdsfector.v.” 
The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Times also reports that it is believed 
in well-informed circles that the Chi- 
nese court is anxious to r«dum to Pe- 
king, but he says ithat such a course 
would not be agreeable to Li Hung 
j Chang, who hopes to gain an advun-

Porto Rieau Delefimte to Conirreaa 

8Hya Ilia People Want to Become 
Hoot and Brancti American. 

New' , YtJU'k,. Dec. 3. — Porto Rico’s 
first delegate to congress, Frederic 
de Getau, is in the city. He arrived 
on the steaiper San Juan Saturday 
n^ght and ivill stay here to visit 
friends for a few days before he goes 
to Wa.shington, He has a great de- 
sire to study the English language. 

“My' people want to become, root 
and branch, American,” he said Sun- 
day'. “We can not do it too quickly. 
We recognize that we are naturally 
Americans and that oiir future is part 
of the future of this country. After 
centuries of sleep, Porto Rico is 
getting there with alacrity. The 
first sign is the development of the 
nrtural resources of the island. 

“The evolution of the people, their 
development, their education and 
their enrichment will follow. The 
only question now in Porto Rico is 
betw’een the federalists who want to 
hurry' up aivd be made a state with 
an autonomous government at once 
and the republicans, who want to go 
slow' and first be made a territory 
w’ith a territorial government and 
later graduate into lull statehood.” 

Seiior de Getau is a republican and 
was chosen by' a large majority over 
hia federalist opponent. lie is about 
43 years old. His home is in Ponce, 
where he formerly’ edited La Isla de 
Perto Rico. 

IN VIGAN. 

Twenty-Two Hundred Native* of tl»e 

Renton, Moatly Flnhtlnn Rebel*, 
Take the Oath of .^llegriance. 

Manila, Dec. 3. — Sunday in Vigan 
was a great day for the American 
cause. Twenty-two hundred natives, 
ov the region, nearly all fighting reb- 
els, crow’ded the church and took the 
oath of allegiance to the United 
States, The oath was administere<l 
by the priest. All but 500 of those 
sworn were Bolomen. The number 
included the 1,200 TJolomen who had 
previously surrendered. 

“The proceedings in the church oc- 
cupied the entire day, and included 
nil address by' Gen. Young and an ex- 
hortation by the priest. Scarcely any 
rebels remain in the vicinity of Santa 
Maria. Gen. Young attiibutes this 
lact to three causes — the re-election 
of President McKinley, the arrival of 
a stronger body of troops, and the 
especially rigid eJiforcement of war 
measures, and the deportation of 
prisoners to Manila. He reports that 
it is necessary to cccupy all the bar- 
racks in order to protect the natives 
from the vengeance of Tagalog raid- 
•ers.” 

POWDER EXPLOSION. 

Over 300 People Were Killed at 

Nanking, China— A Valley 
Obliterated. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 3. — A spe- 
cial from Tacoma says: 

The steamer Energla brings details 
of the terrible powder explosion at 
Nanking, China, which killed over 300 
people last month. During a violent 
thunder storm lighting struck a pow- 
der magazine containing half a mil- 
lion catties, which c.xploded. The re- 
sult was to utterly obliterate 
the small valley where the magazine 
Avas located. Throughout the dis- 
trict were found heaps of mangled 
and tw’isted bodies. The rescuing of 
the bodies was carried on for a week 
by Chinese soldiers, over one hun- 
dred being recoA-ered the *first 
day. 

TURKISH CRUISER. 

A Contract Haa Been Signed With’ 

the Cramps For the Constrnctlon 

of One to Coat '£350,000. 

Constantinople, Dec. 3. — Hassan 
Pasha, Ottoman minister of marine, 
and Gen. Williams, representing the 
Cramp Shipbuilding Co., of Philadel- 
I*hia, have signed a contract for the 
coftstruction of a cruiser for the Ot- 
toman navy. The price to be paid is 
£350,000, which includes £23,000 as 
indemnity to the United States for 
losses. sustained by' Americans during 
the x\rmenian massacres. 

Iron, Work* Shot Down. 

Portsi^outh, O., Dec. ?. — The Bur- 
gees sti^ and iron works were closed 
dow-n indefinitely, throwiiig 800 men 
out of employ'ment. The. plant is 
owneil by the. xVinerioan Crucible 
Steel Co., w'hSch announces that it 
can not be successfully operated un- 
til practically' remodeled. It states 
that this work w’ill be cewnmenoed in 
the early siJring.

KAISER SiBS KRDGEll PMMiitvtLK 



He Declines to Receive the Ex-Pres- 
ident of the Transvaal. 



All Inaplred Article In the Cologne 

Gaaette Saya That Mr. Krn- 
ger'a Vlalt la Not Agree- 
able to Germany. 

Berlin, Dec. 3.— Mr. Kruger haa 
abandoned his proposed visit to Ber- 
lin owing to the receipt of an offi- 
cial intima/tion that Emperor William 
r^rets that, in consequence of pre- 
vious arrangements, he will be un- 
able ito receive him. The Boer states- 
man will therefore proceed direct 
from Cologne for Holland. He tele- 
graphed to this effect Sunday noon. 

The emperor’s intimation was con- 
veyed to Mr. Kruger by’ the German 
envoy at Luxembourg, who arrived at 
Cologne Sunday. 

The Cologne Gazette, in an insjiired 
comminique, says: “Mr, Kruger’s 

visit is not agreeable to Germany, his 
aim being to obtain intervention in 
South Africa. It would be a grave 
political mistake, it would be even a 
greoit crime, to allow him to enter- 
tain even a spark of hope that Ger- 
many will render him any practical 
support.” 

This declaration is ac<iompauied 
with reproaches, Mr. Kruger being 
chargetl with “having encouraged a 
useless guerrilla warfare and having 
disregarded Germany’s advice when 
he might have still folloAved it.” 

The press generally' strikes the 
same note. 

Paris, Dec. 3. — Emperor William’s 
refusal to receive Mr, Kruger has 
caused general surprise heije. Most 
of ithe morning papers make it an 
excuse for articles sy'mpathizing ■with 
the Boer statesman or condemning 
the kaiser. 

“The kaiser is no longer a modern 
Lohengrin,” .says the Edio de Paris, 
“but a simple disciple of Bismarck. 
His attitude is dictated by the inter- 
esti of Germany, wihich he considers 
identical with those of England.” 

Some of the papers publish the 
kaiser’s famous telegram of 1896 to 
Mr. Kruger side by side with that of 
Sunday. The Intransigeant and other 
nationalist organs comment with 
their customary' violence, 

London, Dec. 3. — All the London 
morning papers comment with un- 
bounded enthusiasm upon the abrupt 
snub administered by Emperor Wil- 
liam to Mr. Kruger, which is ell the 
more noticeable when contrasted 
with the Boer statesman’s successful 
visit to France. The snub is regard- 
ed as further evidence of the goi^ re- 
lations existing between Germany 
and Great Britain. 

Emperor William’s telegram to the 
German minister at Luxembourg was 
the outcome of a dispatch Avhich Mr, 
Kruger sent t-o the Kaiser on arriv- 
ing at the German frontier: “On 

reaching German soil I (hasten to ex- 
pres.s to your majesty my sentiments 
of resi>ectful devotion and cordial 
sympathy.’’ 

The official explanation offered 
through the German press is that 
steps had not been taken to ascertain 
whether Mr. Kruger’s visit would be 
agreeable. The Boer delegates admit 
that they have received a serious 
check, and Mr. Kruger is said to be 
extremely disheartened. 

'There is a rumor that 'he had been 
requested to avoid Belgian territory. 



THE BIETFONTEIN BATTLE. 

Boer* Ma«le a Deaperate Attack and 

Severe FlKhtlng: Reanlted— Were 
Repulaed ’Witk Heavy Loaa. 

Bloemfontein, Dec. 3. — Further de- 
tails have been received regarding the 
fight near Bietfontein between the 
British under Gen. Paget and the 
Boers under Commandants Viljoen 
and Erasmus, November 28 and 29. 

Gen. Paget, toward evening on the 
second day, closed in upon the Boer 
position with the intention of attack- 
ing next day at dawn. The Boers, 
however, with reinforcements, includ- 
ing three guns, made a desperate at- 
tack and severe fighting resulted. 

The Boers, who were repulsed with 
heavy loss, withdrew in a northeast- 
erly direction. Gen. Paget, having, oc- 
cupied their position, sent mouilte<l 
infantry in pursuit. 

The New inlanders displayed great 
gallantry, losing five out of the six 
wounded officers. 

Ladysmith, Natal, Dec. 3. — Lord 
Roberts, who arrived here on Friday’, 
hati inspected Majiiba and Laings Nek 
while en route. * 

Replying to an address from the 
towns people here he expressed his 
admiration of the gallant defense of 
the town, which he characterized as a 
“glorious inemori il of British •• pluck 
anti endurance, only equaJetl by the 
determination and bravery' of the re- 
lieving force.” 

He said he trusted the day was not 
far distant -when peace w»uld reign 
supreme and “without ill feelingf to- 
ward a conquered loe.” 

Lord Roberts has visited Colenso 
and the surrounding battlefields. 

Fx-Gov. McClnr.tr Expires. 

Lebanon, Mo., Dec. 3. — Ex-Gov. ,To- 
seph W. McClurg, aged 88 years, died 
her Sunday of hemorrhage of the 
stomach. He ivas elected governor of 
Mis.=ouri as a republican in 1868 and 
served one term. He served in con- 
gress from 1652 to 1868.

Ontlines Oar Poitey la China— Ap- 
proves of Ship Snbaidy— Propose* 
I.egislatton for the Philippines 
and .\Mks Ratifleatlon of Hay- 
I’auncefote Treaty. 

"Washington, Dee. 4. — The following 
is a comprehensive synopsis of the pres- 
ident’s annual message to congress: 

The president gives first place in his 
message to the troubles in China, and 
otir connection with the allied forces op- 
erating there. He reviews the causes 
leading up to the Boxer outbreak, and 
the first murders of foreigners in Chi- 
nese territories. In this connection he 
says: 

I'he increasing gravity of th« conditions 
In China and the imminence of peril to our 
own (Mversilied interests In the empire, as 
well as to those of all the other treaty gov- 
errmentB, were soon appreciated by this 
government, causing It profound solicitude.- 
The United States from the earliest days 
of foreign intercourse with China had fol- 
lowed a policy of peace, omitting no occa- 
sions to testify good will, to further the 
extension of lawful trade, to respect the 
sovereignty of Its government, and to in- 
sure by all legitimate and kindly but earn- 
est means the fullest measure of protec- 
tion for the lives and property of our law- 
abiding cuizens and for the exercise of 
their beneficent callings among the Chinese 
people. 

Mindful of this. It was felt to be appro- 
priate that our purposes should be pro- 
nounced in favor of such course as would

To these ends I caused to be addressed to 
The several powers occupying territory and 
maintaining spheres of influence in China 
the circular proposals of 1899, Inviting 
froin tneni declarations of their intentions 
and views as to the desirability of the 
adoption of measures insuring the benefits 
of equality of treatment of all foreign 
trade throughout China. 

Prc»i>€isalM Well Received. 

With gratifying unanimity the re- 
Bponse.s coincide In this common policy, 
enabling me to see In the successful ter- 
mination of these negotiations proof of 
the friendly spirit which animates the 
various powers interested In the un- 
trammeled development of commerce and 
Industry in the Chinese empire as a 
Bource of va.st benefit to the whole com- 
mercial world. 

In this conclusion, which I had the grat- 
ification to announce as a completed en- 
gagement to the interested powers on 
March 20. 19'K). I hope was fully discerned a 
potential factorfor the abatement of the 
distrust of foreign purposes which for a 
year past had appeared to Inspire the 
policy of the imperial government, and 
for the effective exertion by it of power 
and authority to quell the critical antl- 
forelgn movement in the northern prov- 
ince.s most immediately Influenced by the 
Manchu sentiment. 

Seeking to testify confidence in the 
willingne.ss and ability of the imperial 
administration to redress the wrongs and 
prevent the evils we suffered and feared, 
the marine guard, which had been sent 
to Peking in the autumn of 1S99 for the 
protection of the legation, was withdrawn 
at the earliest practicable moment, and 
all pending qtiestlons were remitted, as 
far as we were concerned, to the or- 
dinary resorts of diplomatic Intercourse. 
Vigor of the Siege. 

The history of the efforts made at re- 
lieving the beleaguered legationers In Pe- 
king is thoroughly covered; no Important 
detail is lacking, and every engagement 
with the Chinese forces is mentioned, 

^ whether our forces were engaged or not. 
To show the vigor with which the siege 
of the legations was pushed by the Chi- 
nese he quotes reports from Minister 
Conger, .as follows: 

"From Juj;e 20 until July 17.” writes 
Minister <.!onger, “there was scarcely an 
hour during which there was not firing 
upon some part of our lines and into 
some of the legations, varying from a 
singie shot to a general and continuous 
a. ciCk_ a- jng the whole line.” Artillery 
was piacTil around the legations and on 
the overlo oking palace walls, and thou- 
hund? of three-inch shells were fired, de- 
stroying .'■ome buildings and damaging 
aJl. do thickly did the balls rain that, 
when the ammunition of the besieged ran 
low. five quarts of Chinese bullets were 
gathered in an hour in one compound 
and recast. 

Attempts were made to burn the lega- 
tions by setting neighboring houses on 
fire, but the flames were successfully 
fought off, although the Austrian, Bel- 
gian, Italian and Dutch legations were 
then aiTd .subsequently burned'. With the 
eid cf the native qon verts, directed by 
the missionaries, to whose helpful coop- 
eratif>n Mr. Conij^r award.s "un.stinted 
prai.se. the British legatioh was made a 
verit,ablo fortress. .^The British minister. 
Sir Claude Macdonald, was chosen gen- 
eral commander orthe defense," with the 
secretary of the American legation, Mr. 
K. G. Squiers, as chief of staff. 

UefciiKe of the LegatlonerM. 

To save life and^_^ammunltion the be- 
sieged sparingly retuf h»rd the Ince.s.sant fire 
of the Chinese soldiery, fighting only to 
repel attack or make an occasional suc- 
cessful sortie for strategic advantage, such 
as that of ST. Americans, British and Rus- 
.sian marines led by Capt. Myers, of the 
United States marine corps, which result- 
ed In the capture of a formidable barricade 
on the wall that gravely menaced the 
American position. It was held to the last 
and proved an Invaluable acquisition be- 
cause commanding the water gate through * 
which the relief column entered. ' ' 

During the siege the defenders lost 65 
killed, 135 wounded and seven by disease— 
the last all children. 

On July 14 the besieged had their first 
rommuniCHtion with the tsung-Ii-yamen 
from whom a message came Inviting to a 
conference, which was declined. Corre- 
spondence, however, ensued and a sort of 
armistice was agreed upon, which stopped 
the bombardmimt and lessened the rifle fire 
for a time. Kven then no protection what- 
ever was afforded, nor any aid given, save 
to send to the legations a small supply of 
fruit and three sacks of flour. 

Dnpllcity of Chineae- Government. 
Indeed, the only communication had with 
the Chinese government related to the oc- 
casional delivery or dispatch of a telegram 
or to the demands of the tsung-li-yamen 
for the withdrawal of the legation to the 
coast under escort. Not only are the pro- 
testations of the Chinese government that 
It protected and succored the legations 
positively contradicted, but irresistible • 
proof accumulates that the attacks upon

Even In 
the distant provinces men suspected of for- 
eign sympathy were put to death, promi- 
nent among these being Chang Yen-Hoon, 
formerly Chinese minister In Washington. 

With the negotiation of the partial arm- 
istice of July 14. a proceeding which was 
doubtless promoted by the representations 
of the Chinese envoy in Washington, Hhe 
way was opened for the conveyance to Mr. 
Conger of a test message sent by the sec- 
retary of state through the kind offices of 
Minister Wu Ting-Fang. Mr. Conger’s re- 
ply, dispatched from Peking on July 18 
through the same channel, afforded to the 
outside world the first tidings that the In- 
mates of the legations were still alive and 
hoping for succor.

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I HORRIBLE MURDER. 

I Henry Thompson, Colored, Killed 
by Henry Lawson. 

Abont 6 o’clock last evening, a hor- 
rible murder occurred in this city, about 
100 yards above the Midland depot, on 
the Lexington pike. 

Henry Thompson, colored, was driv- 
ing down the pike with his lo-year-old 
son, when he was attacked, without 
warning, by a drunken white man by 
the name of Henry Lawson. Lawson 
attempt^ to take Thompson’s horse 
from him. Thompson resisted, and 
I^wson stabbe<l him about a dozen 
rimes and cut his throat, Thompson dy- 
ing in five minutes. Capt. W. H. Cox, 
agent for the Midland, attempted to pull 
Lawson away, when he cut Captain 
Cox’s coat. He also attempted to take 
a horse hitched at Judy Jac-kson’s place, 
and when she remonstrated, he at- 
tempted to cut her. 

Chief of Police Memaugh arrested 
Lawson a few minutes after the killing j 
and placed liim in jail. j

Of'.366.8 to every' 1,000 children born 
‘during the* year, the Mohammedan 
ratio being 504.3, the Hindu ratio 
2S4.*7,' while the Christian was only 
174.4.
